"Acceptance of nuclear technology amounts 
lo the acceptance of the Inevitable spread of 
nuclear Weapons from nation to nation, and the 
near-ccrlainly that some nuclear bombs will 
end up In terrorist hands. " Hayes Bald. 

"The debate Is not whether nuclear power will 
lead to nuclear weapons; that U t)cyund 
question. What Is unknown Is who will'ciontrol 
these bombs, how they will be used and what, 
their use will portend for even the' most stable

Today, Hayes said, nuclear power Is a kind of 
"fifth horseman" of the apocalypse along with 
the four traditional "horsemen" of war. famine- 
death and pcslllcnce.

Tbe private-human rights group issued a'llst of Uic 
Joungoliste on the eve of an International Press Institute 
mectUig In Philadelphia, saying Vmany or the Journalists 
onthlslistorcheldwitboutchargeortriol." : 

"Virtually all arc detained in violation of Article 19 of - ff 
ihe United Nations universal, declar/ition of human ' 
rights." tticBrltlsh-baScd organization said. . 

"Some havoi^jMcn subjected to torture or to cruel, 
inhuman or degrading treatment or punishment." 

According to the list, which Amnesty International said ~ 
wascorrcctasof April23. Indonesia has Jailed the largest 
number of Journalists— 21.
